ZONING  CHANGES 
IN  WORKS 


TRAFFIC  SAFETY 

IMPASSE 


As  many  of  you  are  aware,  the 
City  Planning  Commission  is 
considering  revising  the  San 
Francisco  neighborhood  commercial 
districts  are  zoned,  thereby 
affecting  growth  and  development 
of  these  districts  for  a  long 
time  to  come.  The  Planning 
Commission  wants  input  from  the 
CPA  on  this  matter.  In  turn,  the 
CPA  wants  input  from  Glen  Park 
residents  to  determine  the 
controls  affecting  "Downtown  Glen 
Park. " 

The  GPA  Planning  &  Zoning 
Committee  will  be  leading  this 
effort  to  get  neighborhood 
opinion  at  the  October  9  GPA 
Board  Meeting.  The  Committee 
will  have  questionnaires  for  all 
to  fill  out  at  this  meeting 
covering  a  wide  variety  of 
concerns  about  Glen  Park 
commercial  uses.  You  will  be 
able  to  express  your  opinions  on 
the  following  areas  included  on 
the  questionnaire: 

A.  Should      more      area  in 

"Downtown"  Glen  Park  have 
commercial  space  allowed? 


The  Department  of  Public  Works 
(DPW)  has  surveyed  the  traffic 
problem  on  Chenery  Street, 
particularly  at  the  curve  between 
Castro  and  Roanoke  Streets. 
While  they  have  refused  to  put  in 
a  stop  sign  at  the  intersection 
of  Castro  and  Chenery,  in  either 
direction,  they  have  agreed  that 
there  is  a  problem  with  excessive 
speed  on  Chenery.  They  have 
completed  a  study  and  recommended 
putting  a  yellow  "Caution  Curve" 
sign  with  an  advisory  speed  limit 
of  20mph  both  north  and  south 
bound  on  Chenery.  While  the  DPW 
feels  that  the  installation  of 
these  signs  will  slow  traffic 
down  and  eliminate 
cars  swinging  into 
lane,  the  GPA  isn't

The  DPW  also  studied  the 
extremely  awkward  exit  ramp  off 
280  at  the  San  Josse/Bosworth 
exit.  Making  that  very  sharp 
right  onto  Rousseau,  while 
trying  to  merge  with  the  ramp 
entering    on    the    right    is  very

dangerous.  The      DPW  has 

recommended  cutting  back  the 
sidewalk  on  San  Jose  Avenue,  West 
of  Rousseau,  to  accommodate  a 
"Right  Turn  Only"  deceleration 
lane.  ISCOTT  (Interdepartmental 
Staff  Committee  on  Traffic  and 
Transportation)  has  also 
recommended  this  action,  and  the 
DPW  is  now  in  the  process  of 
seeking  legislation  and  funding 
for  the  implementation  of  the 
deceleration  lane.

UPDATE  ON 

STREET  REPAIR 


Diamond  Steet  will  not  be 
rebuilt,  contrary  to  previous 
promises  by  the  DPW.  As  of  July 
1,  all  concrete  street 
reconstruction  is  handled  by  the 
Bureau  of  Engineering.  This 
Division  of  Streets  &  Highways 
must  put  Diamond  Street's 
reconstruction  "out  to  bid"  to  a 
private  contractor.  Only 
emergency  repairs  to  ensure  safe 
conditions  will  be  performed  by 
the  DPW. 

The  current  work  on  Diamond  at 
Arbor  is  a  sewer  patch  and  is  not 
street  repair  related.  As  it 
costs  up  to  five  times  as  much  to 
repair/rebuild  concrete  streets 
than  it  does  to  repair / rebui Id 
asphalt  streets,  the  city  gets 
more  for  its  money  with  asphalt 
street  repair.  The  contract  has 
yet  to  be  made  up,  let  out  to 
bid,  and  bid  accepted--it  is 
going  to  be  a  long  time  before 
Diamond  Street  is  rebuilt.

Taxes 
are  assessed  based  on  the  use  of 
a    property,    not    on    how    it  is

zoned.  Therefore,  for  example,  a 
two  unit  residential  building 
which  is  rezoned  to  allow  for 
commercial  use  will  continue  to 
be  taxed  as  a  residential 
building  forever  or  until  it  is 
converted  to  commercial  or 
replaced  by  a  new  commercial 
building. 

2.  If  I  have  a  commercial  outlet 
in  my  building  and  it  is  rezoned 
residential,  do  I  have  to  change 
the  use  to  residential? 

No.  Existing     uses  can 

continue  to  be  maintained 
unaffected  by  zoning.  Actually, 
they  can  be  replaced  by  a  similar 
use  if  a  tenant  wishes  to  leave. 
The  planners  call  this 
"grandfathering"  and  it  occurs 
legally  throughout  the  city. 

This  is  the  time  for  all  Glen 
Park  residents  to  have  a  say  in 
shaping  the  character  of  your 
neighborhood.  This  issue  is 
important  to  everyone  in  Glen 
Park  and  now  is  the  time  to  act.
